MISSIONARIES AS SEEN ‘BY 
THE CHINESE. 


In the current numbot of the Ohinese 


‘| Recorder we notica an interesting article 


by SK. Teno, of tho Chineso Y.M.C.A., 
entitled ‘‘ Missionaries ‘o8 seen, by the 
Chinese.” ‘Tho writer tells os he is heart 
and soul, for the carly establishment of 
Christianty in China, but he often trom: 
bles, fearing that if some of the present 
atato of things ard allowed to go on as now 
in different missions, he early realisation 
of thei hopés?will possible. He goes 
on to enumerate the disadvantages of some 
present phases of missionary enterprises in 
China, which missionaries in genera! would 
do well to take note of. : 

The first, disadvantage I will mention is 
the fact that. Christianity is not an invited 
religion. The mass of people who are more 
or less acquainted with the history of the |. 
introduction of Christianity into Chinn, 
think she is a self-imposed. guest. into the 
household: of China, snd’ henca that she 


must not and should nob expect to be}. 


trented aaa rool guest until sho bas shown 
whata real friend she is to Chine, . Buddhism 
was invited into China by a special body of | 
Imperial representatives, aod hence sho ix 
an honoured guest and naturally looked 
upon with little or no suspicion. Since 
Christianity is not an “invitdl guest, she 


| must. employ right, methods to have herself 


well received, pAggresaive.., measures will 
not-only ° strengthen tho suspicions of the, 

people, but will indefinitely close the door. 
to her future suscoss and rapid growth in 
China, The Chinese people as a mace, 
until they know your real intention, are 
full of suspicion. And “unfortunately the 
recent: political entanglements into which 
China has been dragyed have ‘strengthened. 
their suspi¢ion of missionary work, although 
Christinnity was in no way to blame, . And 
I must confess that some of her difficulties 
acem’ to have been indirectly causod by a 
lack of judgment aod discrotion on the part 
of some engaged in missionary labour. 

The second disadvantage is conservatism 
and pride of race, The intense conser 
vatism of the Chinese people and their 
pride in their past history and ancignt 
civilisation, are a great drawbock to mis- 
sionary: progress in China, The long sories 
of. unfortunate events which have happened 
to her since ‘China entered intd relationship. 
with Christian Powers has led the people 
to believe that the Christian ‘cthics. are 
brushed aside when material advanteg 
are to be derived. . 

The third disadvantage ig the partial 
policy of the ‘missionaries. The action of 
some missionary bodics in conning their 
work to.the lower and more ignorant classes 
of people, who’ oftea Possess neither the 
power nor the character’ te. further 
freod. work, closes the-door which might 
open out into & greater and’ more speedy 
evangelisation of the four hundred millions 
of poople of Chinn., ‘Same minsiounries are 
ween to associate “with. only the common 
class, and morcover their ueo of unpolished 
and unscholarly, Janguage often, invites in- 
difference and contempt ‘ftom’ the ‘better
